Conner  Lodrina  Houses. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  w it  bin  the  district. 
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Watei  Supply. 


The  year  1962  brought  into  operation  the  transfer  of  water 
distribution  from  the  control  of  the  District  Council.  In  April 
the  Pontefract,  Goole,  and  Selby  Hater  Board  became  responsible 
for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  water  to  the  five  Southern 
parishes,  being  Barlby,  Cliffe,  Hemingbrough,  Kelfield  and  Riccall. 
The  supply  to  the  consumers  continued  to  be  from  the  Selby  area, 
and  apart  from  the  change  of  administration  centre,  there  was  no 
effect  on  the  consumer.  The  Board  became  responsible  for  all 
repairs,  extensions,  new  connections,  etc.,  and  have  proved  their 
ability  to  provide  a satisfactory  service  to  the  consumer. 

The  remaining  parishes  of  the  district  continue  to  be  supplied 
under  District  Council  arrangements,  the  water  being  obtained  from 
the  York  Water  Works.  Arrangements  are  provisionally  made  for  the 
Company  to  assume  direct  responsibility  for  these  parishes,  being 
Deighton,  Dunnington,  Elvington,  Escrick,  Eexby,  Eaburn,  North 
Duf field,  Skipwith,  Stilling-fleet,  Thorganby  and  Wheldrake. 

The  Escrick  Park  Private  supply  is  still  in  operation,  feeding 
the  Southern  section  of  the  village  of  Escrick.  I'he  recently  laid 
Council  main,  linking  Stillingf leet  reservoir  to  Escrick  has 
provided  a supply  to  a number  of  the  outlying  properties  on  the 
Estate;  this  interconnecting  main  has  produced  a general  increase 
in  the  pressure  of  the  Council's  sup  ly  around  Escrick  and  is 
utilising  the  reservoir  for  a greater  area  than  was  possible  before 
this  inter-connection  was  made. 

Sewage  Disposal. 


The  Council’s  general  scheme  for  providing  sewerage  facilities 
to  villages  is  proceeding  steadily. 

Dunnington  village  scheme  was  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  and  all  properties  within  the  limits  of  the  scheme  have  now 
been  connected.  The  disposal  works  are  proving  to  be  most 
efficient,  and  the  resulting  effluent  perfectly  satisfactory. 

The  completion  of  the  sewer  has  made  available  various  building 
sites  in  the  village,  and  development  has  taken  place  in  the  Garden 
Flat  Lane  and  Eastfield  Lane  area.  Development  is  in  progress  in 
the  later  Lane  and  Common  Road  area,  and  there  is  every  likelihood 
of  appreciably  more  development  in  the  Church  Baulk  locality. 


In  Fulford,  the  whole  of  the  properties  have  been  connected 
to  the  Council's  new  sewer,  and  in  Heslington,  work  is  proceeding 
steadily.  The  responsibility  for  connecting  in  Heslington  is  that 
of  the  owners  of  the • properties  concerned  and  tends  to  be  spread 
over  a longer  period  than  might  be  expected,  as  the  connection  to 
the  sewer  is  generally  embodied  in  a scheme  of  general  improvement 
to  the  property. 

The  conversion  of  Heslington  Hall  into  the  Administrative 
Centre  for  York  University  is  being  carried  out,  and  the  existing 
connection  to  the  Council's  sewer  will  provide  adequate  drainage 
facilities  for  the  Hall  when  it  becomes  ready  for  occupation.  The 
provision  of  sewerage  facilities  for  the  new  colleges  is  being 
discussed  by  the  various  officials  concerned,  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  provide  some  new  system,  quite  distinct  from  the 
Council's  existing  sewer,  along  Heslington  Lane. 

Work  on  the  contracts  for  the  laying  of  sewers  for  the 
parishes  of  Elvington,  Escrick  and  Hemingb rough  is  proceeding, 
and  should  be  completed  towards  the  end  of  1963.  Because  of 
alterations  to  the  Escrick  scheme,  the  completion  date  is  likely 
to  be  later  than  was  anticipated  and  will  be  during  the  Spring  of 
1964. 

Schemes  are  in  the  course  of  preparation  for  the  parishes  of 
Deighton  and  Riccall.  This  leaves  Cliffe,  Kelfield,  Kexby,  North 
Duffield,  Skipwith,  Stillingf leet , Thorganby  and  Wheldrake  without 
recognised  sewerage  facilities  and  the  Council  will,  no  doubt, 
establish  the  order  of  priority  after  consideration  of  all  the 
facts  involved. 


Refuse  Collection 


The  collection  of  refuse  from  the  district  continues  to  be 
carried  out  by  the  two  S & D.  freighters,  with  the  periodical  use 
of  a Forason  truck  for  collection  of  tins,  etc.,  from  outlying 
premises.  Difficulties  are  arising  because  of  the  steady  increase 
of  properties  in  the  Northern  part  of  the  District,  and  an 
additional  freighter  is  to  be  obtained. 

The  completion  of  sewerage  schemes  at  Dunnington  and  Heslington 
means  a reduction  in  the  number  of  pail  closets,  and  schemes  now 
under  construction,  when  completed,  will  be  a major  step  towards  the 
solution  of  the  problem. 
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Housing 


The  Council  continues  to  make  Discretionary  Grants  where 
appropriate,  but  the  Standard  Grant  Scheme  is  proving  more 
attractive  to  the  owners  of  properties.  The  installation  of  mains 
sewerage  in  the  various  villages  enables  modernisation  of 
properties  to  be  carried  out  more  readily.  A total  of  58  Standard 
Grants  works  have  been  completed  during  the  year,  and  £6,716  paid. 

17  Discretionary  Schemes  have  been  completed  during  the  year,  and 
total  grants  paid  were  £4? 304.  Out  of  the  75  grants,  24  properties 
were  owner  occupied  and  51  let  to  tenants. 

A number  of  properties  have  been  the  subject  of  a Public 
Health  Act  Grant  for  the  conversion  of  the  existing  pail  closets  to 
a water  closet.  The  Council  have  resolved  that  the  grant  shall  be 
limited  to  not  more  than  £20  for  any  particular  conversion,  and  37 
grants  have  been  made  totalling  £690.  This  scheme  will  continue  to 
be  attractive  to  owners  of  property,  where  there  is  inadequate 
accommodation  to  provide  a satisfactory  bathroom,  but  nevertheless 
wish  to  have  the  benefit  of  at  least  partial  modernisation. 

During  the  year,  five  unfit  properties  were  demolished,  and 
two  occupiers  rehoused.  Various  properties  were  under  consideration 
but  no  closing  or  demolition  orders  were  served. 


Food  Premises. 

Routine  inspection  of  Food  premises  continues  to  show  conditions 
to  be  satisfactory.  General  conditions  at  the  31  Licensed  premises 
were  satisfactory,  although  no  progress  has  been  made  with  the 
installation  of  water  borne  sanitation  at  the  premises  in  Hemingb rough 
and  Skipwith. 


Meat  Inspection. 

The  four  slaughterhouses,  which  have  been  in  regular  use  in  the 
past  (one  at  Cliff e,  two  at  Dunnington,and  one  at  Escrick)  have  all 
been  brought  up  to  the  standard  required  under  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act,  1958  and  are  satisfactory. 

All  carcases  passing  through  these  slaughterhouses  are 
inspected,  and  a total  of  321  bovines,  810  sheep,  and  141  pigs  have 
involved  306  visits. 

The  village  butchers  operating  these  premises  always  endeavour 
to  obtain  best  quality  animals,  and  only  ten  stones  of  meat  was 
condemned.  No  incidence  of  tuberculosis  was  observed. 
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General  Inspection 


The  appointment  of  a Building  Inspector  (in  August  1962). 
has  made  it  possible  for  much  closer  supervision  of  new  building 
than  hitherto.  In  addition  to  frequent  visits  to  the  sites  where 
large-scale  speculative  building  is  taking  place,  the  works  in 
progress  on  individual  sites  are  inspected  at  the  various  stages. 
During  the  period  from  the  appointment  Id  the  end  of  the  year,  842 
visits  were  made  to  sites.
